The common meaning giv en to 
discipline is “ making children be­ 
hav e” ; and the » common meaning 
of behav ior is, “ keeping still and 
doing what you are told 
That kind of discipline is not 
much good. 
It has its uses at 
times, but they are limited. It is 
seldom that teachers are so bereft 
of power to interest and to teach 
children that they are forced to 
come down to maintaining policed 
order. 
Usually they are profes­ 
sional teachers who understand 
their functions better than that 
situation would 
indicate. 
They 
know 
and practice the richer 
meanings of discipline, if they are 
permitted to do so. 
I say, permitted to do so, be­ 
cause there are still schools in our 
broad land where teachers are not 
permitted to teach and to lead 
children according to their better 
understanding of their needs, but 
must follow the cast iron rules of 
a committee, or a superv isor, made 
for past generations. 
There are 
still schools where children must 
march in step about the building, 
where they must keep silent as 
they mov e about. There are ev en 
schools where the teachers are 
measured by the awed stillness in 
which her pupils sit in class. 
“ She 
makes 
them 
toe 
the 
mark,” is the admiring word of 
praise for such conditions. 
That 
is the old, old style of discipline, 
which is dying now of its own 
weight and soon will v anish, we 
hope.

ou r ships in attempting to carry war su pplies to i 
a belligerent nation, and then claim we are 
fighting for freedom of the seas. At no time in I 
history , did freedom of the seas giv e a nation

the right to go into belligerent waters with ! 
contraband. It is a mock ery and a snare to claim 
that it is piracy for a nation attack ed to attempt 
to defend herself. It is simply ’ a play on words 
to fool the pu blic. Instead of repealing the Neu ­ 
trality Law, or u sing Panama’s flag, we shou ld 
dev ote ou r time and energy to improv ing free­ 
dom in ou r own cou ntry . We shou ld not attempt 
to ru n the rest of the gov ernments of the world.

“He (referring to Sprou l), has formed the 
habit of believ ing that any thing the majority 
does to the minority by the force is peacefu l.” 
Following the qu otation referred to by Dr. 
Sprou l, I also said: 
‘‘Dr. Sprou l has permitted the opiate of ma­ 
jority ru le withou t regard to the rights of the 
minority to grow on him u ntil he now believ es 
that the 
majority has a right to force 
the 
minority to go to the fou r corners of the earth 
to bring abou t the k ind of a world that the 
Doctor think s wou ld be better for mank ind.” I, 
of cou rse, did not think any one w’ou ld believ e 
that I was try ing to say Dr. Sprou l himself be­ 
liev ed he cou ld force people to go to war. I 
simply meant, Dr. Sprou l believ ed that 5 0 per 
cent of all Americans and Dr. Sprou l wou ld hav e 
the right to do any thing they wanted with the | 
remaining 49 .9 9 9 9 per cent. 
I was challenging Dr. Sprou t's conception of 
the k ind of a gov ernment we shou ld attempt to 
hav e. Ju dging from his statements, he seems to 
believ e the minority has no inherent rights which 
the majority mu st respect. He seems to sanction 
an u nlimited gov ernment with tfte one ex ception 
that a mere majority determines right. 
I k new he was not foolish enou gh to think 
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the k ind of Army which it has been shown is 
necessary to its safety . 
First, arbitrary age limits hav e been set 
for activ e serv ice with troops. There will be no 
more second lieu tenants ov er 30. first lieu tenants 
ov er 35 , captains ov er 42 , colonels ov er 5 5 ; not 
even any major generals of div ision ov er 62 . 
Officers ov er those ages now serv ing with troops 


wanted to send to war. I was challenging two

Bu t mili­ 
tary leadership is a special qu ality , and a man 
may have loy alty , willingness and many other 
good traits, y et not be cu t ou t for activ e leader­ 
ship of a military u nit. 
The maneu v ers now going on are strenu ou s 
and ex acting. Sometimes they hav e entailed real 
hardship and tax ed the endu rance of soldiers and 
officers to the limit. They hav e approx imated 
war conditions more closely than any similar 
maneu v ers ev er held in the United States. 
Maneu v ers u nder su ch conditions giv e a bet­ 
ter chance to test officer leadership than any ­ 
thing else short of actu al war. Deficiencies are 
apt to be stark ly rev ealed. That is what man­ 
eu v ers are for. In the first World W ar there 
was time for v ery little of this, and as a resu lt, 
many officers who went to France were u nder- 
trained and otherwise 
u nfitted for command. 
It is encou raging to see that the War Depart­ 
ment is determined to prev ent, so far as possible, 
any thing like this happening again. 
This sort of weeding ou t alway s cau ses some 
disappointment and hardship, bu t it mu st be 
done. 
It shou ld be remembered that those sep­ 
arated from activ e field command may 
be ju st 
as loy al, ju st as dev oted, ju st as faithfu l as those 
who remain. 
In a field, howev er, in which men’s liv es are 
at stak e, nothing less than this can be done.

A friend of mine called attention to the mean 
ing of the words, By -Jingo.

This defi­ 
nition arose in England where the word was 
originally a nickname for a supporter or ap­ 
praiser of Lord Beaconsfield’s action in sending 
a fleet to Turkish waters to oppose Russian 
advance in 1878. It was derived from the chorus 
of a popular music-hall song of the time:

LIPPMAN PROPOSAL WAS INSPIRED 


(The Christian Century ) 


Ex tended consideration was giv en in these 
pages last week to the proposal pu t forward of 
building u p a mass conscript armv . The proposal 
seemed of great importance, as we then made 
clear, not only becau se of its intrinsic merits 
but ev en more becau se we su spected that Mr. 
Lippmann wou ld hardly hav e giv en it cu rrency 
in his widely sy ndicated newspaper colu mn with­ 
out encou ragement from high qu arters. Now the 
United States News, a Washington week ly with 
intimate k nowledge of what is going on inside 
government circles, confirms ou r conjectu re It 
declares categorically that the proposal to ctft 
down the size of the army is “a trial balloon 
sent up by the President to test pu blic opinion.” 
Mr. Lippmann sent this balloon aloft, the United 
States News states, becau se “a shift in major 
U. S. strategy is tak ipg place at the White 
House. 
Indeed, this sou rces of information goes 
even further than Mr. Lippmann, and say s that 
the administration is qu estioning the wisdom of 
attempting to ru sh throu gh construction 
of a 
two-ocean nav y . Bu t abandonment of the nav al 
building program is to be postponed u ntil after 
decision on restricting the size of the army has 
beea reached The pressu re which is making the 


President consider such a radical change in the 
national defense policy , it is asserted, is coming 
from Great Britain. The British fear that Ameri­ 
can supplies for the Russians and themselves 
cannot 
be provided in time to be of much use 
against Hitler if any large portion of them is 
retained 
for equipping an American army or 
bu ilding 
a new American fleet. Possibly , also, 
this British pressure is being reinforced by the 
administration’s 
knowledge of the draft’s un­ 
popularity in this country . Whatever the fate of 
this Roosevelt-Lippmann trial balloon, its ascen­ 
sion would seem to indicate two things: (1) that 
a decision in the war is expected fairly soon, be­ 
fore the United States can get into large scale 
action, and (2) that what has so far been the 
fundamental defense policy of the United States 
is now regarded with misgiving in the White 
House itself. 


Stimson Shocked 
Friends of Secretary of War 
Stimson say he was shocked at 
the findings of the report, which 
show lamentable lack of long- 
range planning by the Army . 
Other high-ups in the Adminis­ 
tration take a somewhat more 
optimistic view, though all feel 
that the country has not y et 
taken its coat off. 
The study covered the eighteen 
months from this summer up to 
the beginning of 19 43 and here 
are some of the highlights of im­ 
portant findings:

In St. Paul not long ago broth­ 
er Lewis took in an organization 
of teamsters of the Trotsky or 
street - f i g h t i n g revolutionary 
school after Mr. Tobin with great 
sorrow and reluctance had de­ 
cided to kick them out. They 
beat Mr. Tobin to it by withdraw­ 
ing and brother Lewis made them

politicians. 
The trend of the Lewis organ­ 
ization is toward industrial par­ 
aly sis and disorder and its of­ 
ficials who damn dual unionism 
and disruption when it serves 
their political purposes to do so 
are constantly on the prowl for 
weak or communist groups in the 
A. F. of L. 
In such cases, and, 
indeed, in the present case in De­ 
troit, the Lewis union proclaims 
the right of the toiler to quit 
one union for another or to sel­ 
ect one in preference to another, 
although it must be understood 
that the individual workman has 
no voice in the matter. He joins 
the union which exerts the great­ 
est pressure in the status of serf. 
If they call a man to picket or 
engage in street fighting against 
the private army of a rival union 
boss he must obey , failing which 
he become a dirty rat, scab and 
fink and his family loses all 
rights as citizens and human be­ 
ings. 
Indeed in some unions of the 
CIO, such as the communistic 
newspaper guild, the serf belongs 
to his union bosses for life be­ 
cause-, like the communist par­ 
ty , the guild makes no provision 
for voluntary resignation. He who 
attempts to resign is read out of 
the guild, or party , and is for­ 
ever ineligible to work at his 
lawful occupation. They stand for 
no raiding in the CIO. 
This danger of private war aris­ 
es from the fact that the New 
Deal in Washington thought it 
would be wise politics to create 
these personal armies, the equi­ 
valent of Hitler’s brown shirts, un­ 
der sub-fuehrers of various de­ 
grees in / the guise of voluntary 
associations of free workers. The

given 
these 
gauleiters 
around the country was checked 
by no corresponding responsibil­ 
ity and a situation here arises in 
which the people of the United 
State must either pay an over­ 
price of at least $400,000 on a 
given task or accept the conse­ 
quences of war between two sets 
of union bosses. 
The workers, 
of course, have no say in the 
matter 
and will do as 
their 
fuehrers order.

Defense chiefs cite them 
with great pride as evidence that 
this vital phase of the armament 
program is making steady pro­ 
gress. 
It is true that aircraft output 
is improving and the monthly re­ 
ports showing gains in total fig­ 
ures are impressive. 
But when 
these figures are examined close­ 
ly , the picture is not so glitter­ 
ing. 
Inside scrutiny discloses that, 
while the total aircraft out-put 
is generally advancing, this pro­ 
duction is chiefly in trainers, pur­ 
suit and observation planes—all 
necessary for aerial warfare but 
not the immediate pressing need.

DIFFICULTIES IN UNION OF 
CHURCH AND STATE 
(Liberty —A Magazine of Religious Freedom) 
The difficulties that arise when church and 
state are united are legion. One of the latest to 
come to our attention has to do with the ap­ 
pointment of Spanish bishops for the Roman 
Catholic Church. The Vatican may nominate 
believe the term used in the dispatch was “ sug­ 
gest” —three names for any vacancy . Franco will 
select one of the three proposed. 
We wonder just what qualifications this dic­ 
tator has for the choosing of acceptable prelates 
for a church. We suspect that he wants to check 
the activities of churchmen in civil affairs, so 
that they will not exercise such broad powers as 
they did in times past in Spain. 
There is alway s bound to be jealousy and fric­ 
tion when an attempt is made to unite two things 
as dissimiliar as politics and religion. The state 
is sure to fear the power of the church, and the 
church naturally resents the idea of civil dom­ 
ination in her realm. 
Probably the Vatican feels that conditions are 
better under Franco than they were under the 
republic. But the Papacy must naturally cringe 
under the domination of a dictator. 


starting-scratch stage. 
To date, 
we have never produced more than 
twenty “ Fly ing Fortress” ty pe of 
bombers in any one month—and 
that figure4 was reached only in 
one month, some time ago. 
Of the July , August and Sep­ 
tember plane totals, only about 
one-seventh were bombers. 
And 
of this number around 250 were 
light and medium bombers and 
only a small fraction were the 
desperately needed f o u r-motor 
heavies. 
U. S. heavy bombers are with­ 
out peer in the world, and pro­ 
duction measures are under way 
greatly to increase their output. 
But this increase will not begin 
to materialize until well into next 
y ear and, unless present plans are 
drastically stepped up, the 500 
monthly bomber goal fixed last 
May by the President will not 
be reached until the spring of 
19 43. 
NOTE — Of the 
four-motor 
bombers so far sent to Britain 
only two have been lost on raid­ 
ing flights. Both losses were due 
to mechanical 
trouble and not 
enemy action. 
Late in Starting 
There are a number of reasons 
for the drag in getting big bomb­ 
er production under way . 
Chief of them is that it wasn’t 
until last spring that 
military 
masterminds awoke to the urgent 
tactical necessity for these planes. 
» In the meanwhile we had been 
concentrating on developing our 
long-range bombers to high degree 
of proficiency but had done very 
little about creating productive 
capacity 
to turn them 
out in 
large numbers. 
Then in May the 
President 
announced the 500-a- 
month bomber goal and belatedly 
OPM turned to the job of big- 
scale production. 
Bombers, particularly four-mo­ 
tor ones, are tremendously com­ 
plicated machines. They can’t be 
produced overnight, or in every 
plant. 
Their manufacture re­ 
quires great engineering skill, vast 
industrial materials, such as alum­ 
inum, magnesium and steel. 
Big strides have been made in 
putting all these cogs together. 
Some defense authorities contend 
that a lot more could have been 
done to speed up production capa­ 
city . 
Also, that the plans set in 
motion should have been on a far 
greater scale. 
But on the basis 
of what is under way this is the 
present production outlook: 
Production Outlook 
By spring the two huge govern­ 
ment assembly plants at Tulsa 
and Fort Worth should be turn­ 
ing out 100 four-motor bombers 
a month. 
Soon thereafter the 
Boeing and Consolidated plants 
on the West Coast, now under­ 
going large expansions, 
should 
have stepped up their output to 
50 bombers each a month, adding 


another 100 and making a grand 
total of 200. 
Then, by mid-summer, if all 
goes well, the new $47,000,000 
Ford Plant at Ypsilanti, Mich., 
should be getting into production 
turning out four-motor Consoli­ 
dated bombers at the rate of 100 
a month. This will bring the total 
up to 300 monthly . 
The remaining 200 a month 
are scheduled to be obtained from 
a so-called “ production pool” to 
be created from the facilities of 
the Douglas, Lockheed and Boe­ 
ing plants. This pool, however, is 
not scheduled to come into op­ 
eration until the first quarter of 
19 43. That means, as the set-up 
is now geared, that the President’s 
goal of 500 bombers a month will 
not be attained until May , 19 43, 
two y ears after he proclaimed it. 
NOTE — One avoidable delay 
in big bomber production was due 
to bungling priority administra­ 
tion under the old OPM set-up. 
Boeing 
was 
held 
up 
several 
months last summer in getting 
started on a new bomber order 
because of inability to get alum­ 
inum supplies, which had been 
allocated to less important in­ 
dustries.

You should listen to what I say , 
analy ze and criticize it in y our 
mind, and accept and act upon 
it only if to y ou it is true. That 
is the University way to approach 
all problems.” 
It is also the way of honest 
newspaper men. I am sorry that 
I cannot include y ou in this num­ 
ber.
